Art at Gallery 


Classical art, presented in new terms, !s 
the feature exhibition at the Addison Gallery, 
Phillips Academy, Andover, Massachusetts, 
|through April 8th. The exhibiton, which i 
| being held in connection with a meeting of | 
the Classical Association in Andover the 
latter part of this month, is arranged to sug 
gest uses for objects of art in courses in the 
Classics and Ancient History. The objects, 
which represent a cross section of classical 
art from the time of ancient Crete to the Ro 
man Empire, combine to an unusual degree a 
high standard of quality with an interest in 
subject matter. In using highly colored back 
grounds in the cases, the installation departs 
from customary museum practice. While no 
attempt has been made to copy the ancient

This vase, a recent a 
cession of the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, 
attributed to the “ Lykoan Painter,” is among 
the most important Greek vases in America 
Surrounding this large vase are cases of 
smaller objects illustrating Cretan Art, the 
levolution of Greek and Roman vases, the } 
development in sculpture of the human} 
figure from archaic Greek to Roman times, | 
and a case of bronze and glass objects show- | 
jing ancient design in articles for daily use. | 
Outstanding among the smaller objects are a}
